Blaze was Started in the Basement 
Room of the Houseman by the 
Accidental Overturning of 
a Lamp. 


Attorney Edward T. Farish and his fam- 
iy fled for their lives at midnight from 
the burning residence, 3833 Delmar boule- 
vard, after the household had retired to 
rest. A sleepy houseman upset a lamp. 

Mrs. Farish,dn trying to save some fine 
silverware, was almost suffocated by 
smoke. She made a perilous exit down the 
Stairway after Mr. Furish had reached the 
open air. 

J. Rowe Webster of Boston, Yale grad- 
uate and private tutor to the sons of Henry 
Clay Pierce, the oil magnate, was held a 
prisoner on the roof until rescued by fire- 
men. He had thrown his mattress to the 
yard and knotted his bed clothing into a 
rope, preparatory to making a leap for life. 

“Ting,” the pet Chinese terrier of Mrs. 
Farish, was stifled while making a frantic 
effort to get out of the fire trap and per- 
ished in the basement. The outlines of the 
dog photographed by the smoke on the 
granitoid floor was a strange freak of the 
midnight terror. 

Edward Carroll, houseman, who accident- 
ally started the blaze. got out of the house 
y the rear basement door and gave the 
alarm. Mary Carter, colored cook, and 
Mary, her daughier, the housemaid, 
escaped through blinding smoke down a 
back stairway. : 


Started by an 
Overturned Lamp. 

The fire began in the cellar basement of 
the residence, which is three stories high. 
Carroll occupies an improvised room par- 
titioned off the rest of the basement bv 


thin boards. He arose from his bed at 11:45 
Thursday night to replenish thé furnace. As 
he walked out of the small apartment he 
thinks he overturned a lamp on a stand 
near his pillow. 

The crackle of flames startled him as he 
was heaping coal on the furnace embers. 
Turning quickly he was confronted by a 
billow of fire that was already consuming 
the light woodwork. In attempting to 
smother the blaze with bed clothing his 
hands and arms were badly burned. Then 
realizing that it was tom late to extinguish 
the flames he rushed up the stairs leading 
to the kitchen and ran out into the yard, 
where he shouted an alarm that aroused 
the slumbering neighborhood. 

Daniel Russell of the Parker-Russell Fire 
Clay Co., residing next door, at 3837 Delmar 
avenue, with his father, Clark Kennerly, 
told Carroll where to turn in an alarm, and 
then attacked the front doors. 

Mr. and Mrs. Farish had been aroused by 
the cries and found their apartment, in the 
front of the house above the drawing room, 
fifed with smoke. Mr. Farish. who has 
not the full use of his lower limbs, start- 
ed down the front. staircase. after wrap- 
ping a dressing gown about him..

One hundred dwellings, the 
nearly 500 persons, opposite the old Sports- 
man’s Park, have been destroyed during 
the present year.

FACULTY CLEARING 
ATHLETICS. 


UP THEIR 


Active Effort at Purification Follow- 
ing the Riots on the Football 
Field on Thanksgiving Day. 


Ralph Eilers, manager of the Washington 
University football team for the season just 
closed. was expelled from the university on 
Wednesday last by a unanimous vote of the 
factulty, charged with responsibility for tle 
presence of “ringers’’ in the Washington 
team on Thanksgiving Day. 

Eilers was notified Monday of the charge 
preferred against him and was asked 19 
submit a written defense. This he did. but 
the faculty refused to accept it and ren- 
dered a verdict of explusion without a dis- 
senting vote. 

The men specified by the authorities of 
the university as having no right to rep- 
resent Washington on the football] field were 
Schulte and Cabanne. Schulte has been 
protested by various teams throughout the 
season, but Cabanne appeared for Wash- 
ington but once, on. Thanksgiving Day. 
oth were conceded 
Mr. Eilers as by all of the Washington 
men; the tytn was where the responsi- 
bility for the playing of the outsiders should 
rest. 

It is said by Eilers’ friends that there are 
others more rsponsible than the manager 
for the presence of professionals, and 
that Eilers, on account of his nominal re- 
snonsibility, was made the scapegoat for 
the sins of several. It is said he could hard- 
ly have been held justly to account for Ca- 
banne’s playing, as he was not acting as 
manager at the time, having given way to 
ex-Captain Smith.

Intrigues of Great Britain and 
Salisbury’s Diplomacy.

LISBON, Dec. 7.—The minister of the 
Netherlands to Portugal and the Portu- | 
guese minister at The Hague have left their 
respective posts. It Is belleved that a dif- 
ference has arisen on the subject of the 
exequatur to the Dutch consul at Lourenzo 
Marques, which the Portuguese govern- 
ment has withdrawn.

ELDORADO, Kan., Dee. 7.--Pale, but 
nerving herself to the task, Jessie Morrison 
took the witness chair today and told her 
story of the kiging of Mrs. Olin Castle. 

Every inch of space in the courtroom, 
which has been crowded daily for the past 
three weeks, was filled with people long 
before the case was begun. Every day two- 
thirds of the audience has been made up 
of women and girls, and today was no ex- 
ception to the rule. 

Although every inch of space was packed 
there was perfect silence in the room when 
Judge Shinn called ‘Jessie Morrison,"’ and 
she made her way toward the witness 
chair. Olin Castle, widower of the mur- 
dered woman, had, earlier in the trial, told 
how Miss Morrison had forced her atten- 
tions upon him, and he was considered the 
State’s strongest witness. Miss Morrison 
was reserved by the defense to give its most 
telling evidence, and as she testified she 
faced Castle, who, surrounded by Mrs. 
Wiley, mother of the murdered woman, 
Mrs. Castle, his mother, and other members 
of the Castle and Wiley families, occupied 
a front seat in the courtroom, 

Father, Brothers and 
Sisters About Her. 

As the prisoner took the witness chair 
her relatives grouped themselves about her. 
They were her father, three brothers and 


| four sisters. This family group about the 


frail little woman accused of murder and 
whose words are relied upon to Dring the 
her side, presented a dramatic 
scene. 

As she faced the jury Jessie Morrison's 
face was pale, her lips tightly closed and 
her hands tightly clasping the arms of the 
chair. These hands are shapely, her fingers 
taper toward the ends and her nails are al- 
wavs well kept, and she wears a ring on 
the third finger of each hand. Her teeth are 


‘even, but her lips are rather full but drawn 
down at the ends, her chin is firm and her 


jaws square. Some have said that her eyes 
are brown, and others have described them 
as gray. They are in reality a yellowish 
brown and their expression is mild. Miss 
Morrison has rather large, well-formed 


ears, a small nose and plenty of brown 
hair. While her face is not beautiful, there 
is nothing disagreeable about it. 

The witness was told to tell the judge 
the story of the auarrel which led to the 
tragedy in the Castle home. 

At first her voice was harsh, but it after- 
wards became more soft and was very low. 


Her Relations 
With Castle. 

Witness said she had known Castle since 
July, 1897, when she began to work in the 
Racket store where he was employed, and 
that she had known Mrs. Castie for about 
Six vears before her death. During the 
Summer of 1899 Castle had come to see her 
at her brother-in-law’s house from one to 
three times a week, and had taken her rid- 
ing frequently. He had written her a let- 
ter while he was at Whitewater, and she 
had answered it. She told about going to 
Excelsior Springs last January, and of Cas 
tle’s asking to come to see her on the night 
before she went away. 

‘Just before he left, did you tell him you 
would fix him?’’ was asked. 

Be did not,’’ replied Miss Morrison, firmly

She told of the interview in the Racket 
Store with Castle, who said on the wit- 
ness stand that she had threatened him.

“You needn't worry; nobody as ever 
seen your letters and I guess I'll return 
them.” 

“Were either of you angry?” 

“TI was not.”’ 

“Did you use any expression or make any 
threatening movement or say, ‘If you don't 
you'll wish you had?” 

“No, sir.’’

Springs she had received several letters 
from him.

NEW ZEALAND'S EXPANSION. 


Annexation of the Cook and Savage 
Groups of Islands. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Consul-General 
Bray, at Melbourne, Australia, has for- 
warded to the state department informa- 
tion concerning the extension of the boun- 
daries of New Zealand, the annexation of 
the Cook and Savage groups of islands in 
the Pacific and indicating the contemplated 
action of the New Zealand government in 
establishing self-government in the Fiji Is- 
lands. When‘the latter plan has been ef- 
fected the consul states that an effort will 
be made by New Zealand to annex the Fijis 
also. This move, however, he says, is be- 
ing opposed by the other colonies, and es- 
pecially by the citizens of Sydney, N. 8. Ww.

TO FATHER E. J. DEMPSEY. 


BAPTIST SANITARIUM INCIDENT 


Priest Wished to Administer Extreme 
Unction to Patient and Young 
Interne Declined to 
Leave the Room. 


Rev. Father E. J. Dempsey, pastor of the 
Catholic Church of the Visitation, Taylor 
and Haston avenues, has received from Dr. 
I. H. Cadwallader, superintendent of the 
Missouri Baptist Sanitarium, an apology for 
gan incident which occurred when he called 
at that institution about a week ago to ad- 
minister the last sacraments of the church 
to the late Mathew J. Rigney, a well- 
known carpet salesman, who was on his 
death bed at the time. 

‘The incident was the refusal of one of 
the young assistants to leave the sick room 
While Father Dempsey wished to adminis- 
ter extreme unction. 

After some argument, the young physi- 
cian finally receded from his position and 
Father Dempsey administered the last 
rites to the dying man with no one else 
in the room. At the time Father Dempsey 
said nothing about the matter to the hos- 
pital authorities, but, as the incident be- 
came gossiped about throughout the parish, 
he decided to call on Dr. Cadwallader. This 


he did Tuesday evening of this week. On 
Wednesday Father Dempsey received the 
following communication: 

“Reverend Sir: in reply to your inquiry 
whether this institution permits Catholic 
priests to administer the last sacraments to 
members of the Catholic church in our sani- 
tarium, permit me to say that it does and 
that it is pleased to have them do so. 

“In regard to the Rigney incident, of 
which you spoke to me, 1 regret very much 
that it occurred. 1 was not present at the 
time you visited the institution and am very 
sorry that any discourtesy was shown you. 

| *“Respeetfully Yours, 
x ae M CADWALLADBER, M. D.” 

“The incident is closed as far as I am 
concerned,’ said Father Dempsey to the 
Post-Dispatch Friday morning. ‘Dr. Cad- 
Wallader has apologized for the manner in 
Which I was treated. Dr. Cadwallader had 
hnething to do with it, however. lt was a 
oy wed physician whose name I do not know. 

asked him to leave the room when I was 
about to administer extreme unction and he 
refused to do so at first.

PLANS FOR ONE AT THE FOOT OF 
EAST GRAND AVENUE. 


DOUBT AS TO WHO WILL PAY 


Water Commissioner Flad Isn’t Sure 
Where the Money Is To 
Come From. 


Plans and estimates for a large public 
baithhouse at the foot of East Grand ave- 
nue are being prepared under the direction 
of Water Commissioner Flad. This action is 


the outgrowth of a movement started by 
residents of North St. Louis and the pro- 
moters of the enterprise are endeavoring 
to have the preliminary part of the work 
completed in time to have the bathhouse in 
its place by next summer. 

From the incomplete estimates which 

have been prepared thus far Mr. Flad be- 
lieves that a building large enough to ac- 
commodate from 300 to 400 bathers can be 
erected and fully equipped,for its purpose 
at an outlay of about $55.000. Whether this 
sum could properly be taken from water- 
works revenue is a point on which Mr. F lad 
is not fully decided. It is desired by the 
business men, who are urging the plan, to 
have the cost of the work paid in this man- 
ner. 
Ihe plans prepared for the water commis- 
sioner contemplate the building of a large 
concrete-lined tank upon waterworks prop- 
erty at the foot of Gtand avenue and the 
erection of a building to cover it with the 
usual accommodations for bathers. With 
such a place in existence, the laws against 
promiscuous bathing could be more strictly 
enforced, and the number of deaths by 
drowning during the summer months would 
be greatly lessened. 

“IT heartily approve of the idea of having 
a public bath house on waterworks prop- 
erty,’’ said Mr. Fiad to the Post-Dispatch, 
“and the only question likely to arise is 
whether the cost of the work should be paid 
from waterworks revenue or from general 
revenue. I have not made up my mind 
whether it would be proper to appropriate 
the necessary amount from the funds of the 
Water Department, but 1 am going ahead 
with the plans, as I have been asked to do, 
and will be able in a few weeks to give more 
details as to the area, cost and capacity of 
a house which could be put up on the wa- 
terworks grounds at the point in question."’

SUNDAY DANCE 


Catholie Diocesan Synod Will 
Discuss Them. 


HELD UNDER CHURCH AUSPICES 


FATHER KIELTY SAYS THEY ARE 
AGAINST REGULATIONS. 


Says There Is Rule Forbidding Them 
and that Archbishop Kain Has 


Power to Prevent If He 
Were Aware of Them. 


The question of Sunday night dances at 
Catholic Church entertainments will en- 
gage the attention of the coming Diocesan 
Synod, which is expected to meet some time 


during January. 

It arises from the fact that recently an 
entertainment, with a hop as one of the 
leading features, was held under parish 
auspices at the Annunciation Church Hall, 
Sixth and La Salle streets. 

Further, it is reliably reported that a 
similar combination of pleasure events was 
arranged at St. Agnes Church, of which 
Rev. Father John Tannrath is rector. 

Father Tannrath is the acting chancellor 
of the diocese and in addition is the secre- 
tary of the matrimonial court of the synod. 

From this it is inferred that the opposi- 
tion of the authorities is not based on the 
belief that a quiet dance on Sunday evening 
for the benefit of the church is a breach 
of any religious regulation. The censors of 
the synod are the properly constituted au- 
thorities to bring the matter before that 
body, These are Rev. Father David 8. Phe- 
lan, editor of the Western Watchman and 
pastor of Mount Carmel Church, and 
Father Francis M. Kielty, the venerable 
pastor of Holy Angels’ Church, at St. Ange 
avenue and La Salle streets. 

Father Kielty courteously declined to say 
what action might be proposed to the 
svnod as to Sunday night dances, but from 
his remarks it was inferred that a rule, 
forbidding such affairs, would probably be 


promulgated. 


Sunday Dances 
Not Approved. 

“T have given the subject very slight 
consideration,”’ said Father Kielty, “though 
I realize it is one of grave concern. The 
church has never approved either Satur- 


day night or Sunday dances, and I am not 
aware that at the end of the century she 
has changed her mind. To restrain these 
affairs it is but necessary to invoke an old 
regulation of this diocese, which has not, 
like some other rules, become a dead let- 
ter.”’ 

“Tt would be premature in me to even 
suggest wherein the remedy for this ques- 
tion lies, because it is primarily a matter 
for the consideration of the archbishop. 
With a stroke of his pen his grace could 
do away with the recent custom of having 
Sunday dances, but unquestionably he is 
not aware that they have taken place.”’ 

Asked as to the significance of the re- 
mark that ‘“‘some regulations of the dio- 
cese have become dead letters,’’ Father 
Kielty said: 

Marriage Regulations 
Not Enforced. 

“T refer to the subject of mixed marriages. 
The late diocesan synod, it will be remem- 
bered, sought to have all marriages between 
Catholics and Protestants solemnized at 
the residence of the parish rector. The reg- 
ulation was not Sound, and naturally it is 
now no longer observed. ~“ 

‘Liberality is the keynote of progress. 
This principle involves no lack piety or 
faith. Ve must defer in some matters at 
least concerning the faithful. Because we 
have authority is no reason why we:should 
drive people from the church. 

“Were it not for the strong arm of Rorre 
there would be more than one or two or 
three so-called Catholic churches.,”’ 

The priest’s eyes twinkled as he added: 

‘‘Have you noticed the stillness in St. 
Louis since Rome has spoken?” 

Archbishop Kain, in company with his 
sister, who his heen under treatment in 
St. Louis for her eves, left Thursday night 
for Wheeling. W. Va., his old home. 

His views on Sunday night dances are sald 
to be positive, and those close to him say he 
has no knowledge that any have taken 
place.

: ST. LOUIS, Dec. 7, 1900, 
To Hon. Paul Kruger, President South African 

Republic, The Hague, Holland: 

Accept thanks of all American lovers of 
freedom and just government. Wo sympathize 
with you in your struggle against the attack 
of English commercial toryism on republican 
institutions and the liberties 2f the world.

V.. and Major Edward O. Shakespeare, 
brigade surgeon, U. S. V. The surgeon gen- 
eral prefaces the report by calling atten- 
tion to the vast amount of work the medical 
corps was called upon to perform during 
the war, in order to cope with the tre- 
mendous increase of the army in the field, 
and comments upon the widespread preva- 
lence of typhoid in 1898, 20,000 cases of this 
disease appearing among the troops en- 
camped within the limits of the United 
States from May until September of that 
year. 

A general summary of the conclusions 
reached by the board indieates that during 
the Spanish war every regiment constitut- 
ing the First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth 
and Seventh Army Corps developed ty- 
phoid fever, this being true of both the vol- 
unteer and regular commands. More than 
9 per cent of the volunteer regiments are 
shown to have developed typhoid within 
eight weeks after going into camp, and the 
fever developed also in certain of the reg- 
ular regiments within three to five weeks 
after the tents went up. Typhoid became 
epidemic in all camps, large and small, north 
and south, and was found to be so widely 
distributed in this country that one or more 
cases were likely to appear in any regiment 
within eight weeks after assembly, whether 
on the march or stationary. 


Surroundings Not 
Always the Cause. 

It is also stated that with typhoid fever 
as widely disseminated as it is in this coun- 
try the chances are that if a regiment of 
1300 men should be assembled in any sec- 
tion and ee in a —— having the most 
perfect sanitary conditions, one or more 
eases of the fever would develop. Never- 
theless it was found that many commands 
during the war were unwisely located, that 
the space allotted to regiments was in some 
instances entirely inadequate, and _ that 
many regiments were allowed to remain on 
cne site too long. 

There were regiments at Chickamauga 
which did not move a tent from the time of 
their arrival in May to their departure late 
in August. Requests for changes in loca- 
tion made by medical officers, on account 
of the unfit condition of the camps in ques- 
tion, were not always granted.

GOVERNORS IN WASHINGTON HE IS EN ROUTE TO BRAZIL 


THEY WILL ASK CONGRESS TO|sERUM MANUFACTORY TO BE 


GRANT STATE RIGHTS. 


They Are Also Desirous of Participat- Mexican 


ing Equally in the $10,000,000 
Appropriation for Irriga- 
tion Purposes. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—A conference fraught 
with muck ‘promise for the people of Arizo- 
na and New Mexico was held here last 
night. Gov. N. O. Murphy of Arizona and 
Gov. M. A. Otero of ‘New Mexico were the 
two conferees and immediately after 
conference Gov. Murphy left for Washing- 
ton to inaugurate the campaign which has 
for its object the admission of the two ter- 
ritories to statehood and the repeal of the 
clause in the Shafroth irrigation bill that 
excludes the territories from participation 
in the proposed irrigation appropriation of 
$10,000,000. Both of the territories desire to 
take on the maturer honors of statehood 
and in both the people have empowered 
their governors to intercede wkh the au- 
thorities at Washington. 

Gov. Otero, in discussing his mission and 
that of Gov. Murphy to Washington, said: 

“We are members of the governor's com- 
mittee that is to be present at the centen- 
nial exercises at the capital next Wednes- 
day. Weare going to Washington for other 
reasons, however, and we are in hopes that 
Congress can be prevailed upon at the pres- 
ent session to pass bills admitting the two 
territories to statehood. 

“The people of both territories are very 
anxious for the honor and they have often 
expressed their desire to have the matter 
brought before Congress. They waited upon 
me a short time ago, and although I felt 
it would have been better to have had the 
legislature take the first action, still they 
have been so clamorous for immediate ac- 
tion that we are to try to get a bill througn 
the present session. 

“Another piece of législation that we are 
to make every effort to effect 1s the naming 
of New Mexico and Arizona in the irrigation 
bill that Congressman Shafroth has intro- 
duced. For some unaccountable reason ‘the 
names of the two territories have been 
omitted in the measure which calls for an 
appropriation of $10,000,000 for the purpose of 
constructing an irrigation system in sever- 
al of the western states. Just why ‘the 
names of New Mexico and Arizona should 
be omitted we are at a loss to determine. 
The only reason that we can see for the 
omission is that the Congressman from 
Colorado is making an effort to aid our 
cause by advancing an argument why we 
should be admitted to the family of states. 

“Why, we are wards of the government, 
and as wards are entitled to even more 
consideration than states, and we trust that 
our plea for a share and a good share in 
the appropriation will not be set aside.”’

months in Mexico he treated about fifty 
cases of yellow fever 
in 8 per cent of these cases. He sald that 
he would remain in New York about a 
week, and that he would return to the 

United States from Brazil early next year. 
Fle is accompanied here by R. L. Summer- 
lin of San Antonio, Tex., near which city 
he expects soon to establish a laboratory 
for the manufacture of the serum, which 
has attracted the favorable attention of the 
Mexican authorities. 

“I desire,’’ said Dr. Bellinzaghi in an 
interview, ‘“‘to place my discovery at the 
disposal of the United States as I believe it 
will be of marked value to the sufferers 
from yellow fever in the states along the 
gulf coast. My experience in the Republic 
of Mexico, both In the treatment of yellow 
fever and in immunizing persons liable to 
it, have been most satisfactory and con- 
vincing.”’ 

Dr. Bellingaghi takes special pride in the 
case of David Kilpatrick, an American who 
had contracted yellow fever and whose 
case was brought to his attention in Vera 
Cruz. Kilpatrick’s case was regarded as 
hopeless. Four applications were made and 
Kilpatrick -recevered. 

This strengthened the confidence of the 
local authorities in Dr. Bellinzaghi's dis- 
covery and the Mexican government ex- 

ressed its desire to obtain from him his 
nterest in the new remedy. The offer was 
not accepted as Dr. Belliznaghi did not 
desire to place the entire control of his dis- 
covery in the hands. of the government, 

It is the plan of Dr. Bellinzaghi and those 
associated with him to establish hospitals 
for the cure of yellow fever in Vera Cruz, 
Havana, Panama, Venezuela and other 
places. These hospitals will be supplied 
with the newly discovered serum from the 
establishment in Texas.

“Bishop Janssen failed to give him a 
place, and he was forced to wander over 
the country, celebrating mass and per- 
forming the functions of a priest in parishes 
where there was no regular clergyman. 

“He finally went to Fargo, N. D., where 
he had charge of a small community of 
churchmen. In performing the duties of his 
office he was exposed to the fury of a 
blizzard and so badly frozen that he was 
forced to go to a hospitial in Chicago. 
‘There, and at another hospital in New 
‘York, he was operated on nine times in

FARMERS’ INSTITUTE DELEGATES 
WILL NOT JOIN. 


THEY PREFER THE GRANGE 


Apprehension that the Movement for 
Labor Union Means Control of 
Wages Paid to Farm Hands. 


The seventh annual meeting of the St. 
Clair County Farmers’ Institute was held 
Thursday and Friday at the Courthouse in 
Belleville. Ther was a large attendance of

In the afternoon Euclid N. Cobb of Mon- 
mouth delivered a lecture on ‘‘Up-to-Date 
Dairying,’’ and Miss Blanche Smith of Free- 
burg read a paper on ‘Fertility of the Soil.” 
Both papers were discussed. 

The opening of the quéstion box broug)ii | 
out several animated discussions. One was: 
in reference to the advisability of farmers! 
joining unions, as is now being agitated in 
some parts of the county und in adjoining 
counties. 

Half a dozen of the leading farmers 
spoke. They were unanimously opposed 
to farmers joining the new organization, 
which is being put forward for their ap- 
proval. Their opinion was that the veiled 
purpose of the organization was to com- 
pel them to observe certain hours and pay 
certain wages to farm hands. They de- 
elared that they could not be made to 
believe that the persons who were forward- 
ing the movement cared anything about 
what prices they should receive for their 
products. Nearly all who spoke advised 
that farmers identify themselves with the 
Grange.

GOOD NEWS FOR THE TRACKMEN 


Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company 
Have Made Large Concessions to 
Their Employes. 


The Baltimore & Ohio Raflroad Co. was 
lately waited on by a committee of the 


request for an advarfice in the wage scale. 
The appeal was promptly answered by an 
increase to $1.25 per day for trackmen and 
$5 a month increase to foremen of track 
gangs. 

It is estimated that this increase ‘in wages 
to the track department employes will cust 
the company’s treasury anywhere from $80.- 


) 000 to $90,000. The brotherhood regards it as 


a big concession by a road on which only 
about 50 per cent of the men are members 
of the organization.

SHOP MUTUAL AID SOCIETIES 


Work of Amalgamation Progresses 
and They May Be Organized To- 
gether by the First of the Year. 


The movement which began some time 
ago to bring about an amalgamation of the 
many shop mutual aid organizations in St. 
Louts Is progressing rapidly. It is expected 
it will take on definite form of organiza- 
tion about the first of the year. 

These shop unions, as they are cajed, 


are more numerous in St. Louis than In any 


other city in the country and if aggregated 
in one body would number at least 10,008. 
As now operated, each has its own auton- 


omy and its revenue is derived onl’ from 


its own members, thereby limiting its bene- 
fit pean, which places its benefits at a low 
scale. 

Consolidation is regarded as the only way 
open to reach wider influence and larger 
benefits.
